The intercogitation will not nec- 
essarily be made with the view of 
taking action againts Mr. Vander- 
lip’s presence in England, it was 
said, but with the intention of as- 
certaining exactly what his activi- 
ties had been in Russia in view 
of the many conflicting reports pub- 
lished in London. Such questioning, 
it was pointed out, would be.in 
conformity with the recently adopt- 
ed attitude of the British govern- 
ment of discouraging travel be- 
tween Russia and England.

f Washington, November 18.—In its 


first decision on the right of the 
federal government under the trans- 
portation act to require railroad 
rates within a state to correspond 
to the higher levets of_ interstate 
tariffs, the interstate ‘commerce 
commission today ordered the rail- 
roads of New York to establish pas- 
senger and baggage rates on intra- 
state traffic conforming to advanced 
interstate schedules. Similar pro- 
ceedings are pending affecting more 
than half ‘the states in the union. 

By its order of last August the 
commission authorized in the New 
York region an increase of forty 
per cent in freight rates, twenty 


per cent in passenger fares, excess 
baggage charges and rates on milk 
and cream, and also a surcharge of 
fifty per cent on pullman accommo- 
dations. The New York public ser- 
vice commission granted the freight 
advance except milk. but denied the 
other increases within the state and 
the carriers appealed to the int:r- 
state commerce commission. 

The federal body held that there 
was a general obligation resting 
upon’ it “to exercise control over 
intra-state commerce so far as mM 
affects interstate commerce.”

the United States increased in 1918 
by over $2,272,000,000 as compared 
with 1917, according to the income} 
statistics issued tonight by the bu- 
reau of internal revenue. Income 
reported for 1918, amounted to $15,- 
924,639,355 against about $13,700,- 
000,000 in 1917, though 141 persons 
filed returns for incomes of $1,000,- 
Q000r over in 1917 and only 67 in 
1918.

Martin Gillen, Formerly

New York, November 18.—Failure 
of the tank steamer department of 
the United States shipping board to 
utilize its fleet of bulk oil carriers 
for the needs of shipping board 
vessels, caused a loss to the govern- 
ment of $3,000,000 in one month, 
Martin J. Gillen testified here today 
before the Walsh congressional com- 
mittee inquiring into the shipping 
board’transactions. Gillen was spe- 
cial assistant to former Chairman 
John Barton Payne last May, when 
he said the alleged dereliction oc- 
curred. 

The tank steamer department had 
fifty-four’ vessels, he added. Of 
these twenty were in the hands of 
private operators. It was discov- 
ered on May 26, last, fifty-four ves- 
sels were tied up at southern ports 
for lack of fuel oil, and in addition 
40 per cent of the operators were 
buying oil on the open market for 
$4 to $6 a barrel. At the same time, 
he added, “60 per cent of the oil 
we were carrying in our ships was 
furnished at $2.07.a barrel.”

New Orleans, November 18. — 
Sober-thinking and an abiding faith 
in the republic during the critical 


period of war reconstruction were 
asked of the American people today ' 
by President-elect Hatding in an 
address delivered here just before 
he sailed for a three weeks’ vaca- 
tion voyage to the canal zone. He 
urged plain living and square deal- 
ing as the greatest reliances of the 
United States. 

Some reverses and disappointe 
ments, he declared, must come as 
the aftermath of the world conflict, 
but he predicted confidently that all 
of them would pass away again if 
the people only “keep their heads” 
and held fast to the old-time virtues 
of thrift, honesty and common sense. 

Making his second formal speech 
since his election, Mr. Harding spoke 
in studied terms and with a quiet 
earnestness betokening a full reali- 
zation of the responsibilities ahead 
of him. But ringing through his 
address was a predominating note 
of confidence and unfaltering faith. 

No Cure-alls in New Order. . 

“A confident America,” buttressed 
by resources never equalled before 
by any people, and governed by a 
frée representative government, was 
the ideal which the president-elect 
decsnred must be kept forever in 
view through the time of transition 
He said no one desired that the old 
order should return, but he main- 
tained that in building for the new 
order there must be no acceptance

“Wrangel’s destruction will make 
a great impression on all the west- 
ern countries. There is information 
that England is carrying on agité- 
tion ir the tnitea. States in fav 

of a renewal of trade relations wita 
soviet Russia. .. . Foreign pnews- 
papers more and,more frequently 
state that the American government 
will not piaee obstacles in the way 
of its capitalists trading with soviet 
Russin. ' 

“There is no doubt that the west- 
ern countries w.li. be forced to rec- 
ognize the soviet government.” 


UNITED STATES 
NOT TO FOLLOW 
GREAT BRITAIN 


Washington, November 18.—The 
collapse of the Wrangel anti-bol- 
shevik movement in south Russia is 
viewed by government officials here 
as having prompted the declaration 
by Lloyd-George in parliament to- 
day that the British cabinet had 
decided to resume negotiations for 
resumption of trade relations with 
Russia. At the same time, it was 
said, Great Britain is more inter- 
ested in securing exemption from 
bolsheviki propaganda in Asia 
Minor, Persia and India than in es- 
tablishing the actual commercial 
dealings with Russia. .

Father Cotter, a .Catholic editor, 
told of the killing @f a Galway ci- 
vilian by a British soldier, without 
cause, he said.

“Sympathies of everyone I met, 
Catholic and fotestant, were for 
the republicans,” said Father Cotter. 
The belief that religious prejudice 
cor differences were involved in, Ire- 
land was unfounded, he added. 

“There was absolute unanimity of 
opinion for home rule,” Mr. Martin 
told the commission. 

All witnesses said that civil court 
procedure was suspended in Ire- 
land, coroners’ inquests prohibited 
by the British government and that 
the only authority exercised, except 
for the British military forces, was 
that of the Irish republicans. : 

About six hundred soldiers and 
four hundred police are stationed 
constantly in Limerick, the Rev. 
English told the commission. Mili- 
tary raids through Penniwill, a Lim- 
erick district, were so frequent, he 
said, that it had been named the 
“Penniwill sector.” He told of a 
fire, started either by hand grenades 
or incendiaries, which damaged 200 
houses in the Penniwill district, and 
said he saw many marks of bullets 
and bombs.

Call Issued by Union in 

Effort to Stop Falling 
Prices of Agricultural 
Products. 


Kansas City, November 18.—A na- 
tion-wide producer’s strike to com- 
bat the falling prices of farm prod- 
ucts was urged in a call sent out 
today by the Nationa] Farmers’ un- 
ion to its local unions throughout 
the country. 

The call, in the form of a resolu- 
tion adopted at the national con- 
vention of the organization here, 
went forward to secretaries of local 
branches vf the organization, which 
represent proiucers of grain, cotton, 
wool and livestock, said to number 
§00,000. . 

The proposed stock was urged in 
retaliation for What the convention 
considered sbnormal deflation in 
prices’ of. tarm products, througn 
which, it was asserted, “American 
farmers have been robbed of one 
million dollars in reduced value of 
products now on hand.” All farm- 
ers were urged to hold this year’s 
production from the markets until 
“profit-making levels” were re- 
stored. 

In Line With Wheat Strike, 

The action of the National Farm- 
ers’ union was in line with a “wheat 
strike” called severtl weeks ago 
by the Wheat Growers’ association 
of the United States. Delegates as- 
serted a considerable quantity of 
this year’s wheat crop was being 
held off the market by farmers. 

Reduction of production in the fu- 
ture was threatened “unless the 
prices of our products are fairly 
readjusted to the end that we may 
obtain just returns fo rour labors 
and investments,” in another reso- 
lution approved by the convention. 

Officials of the organization 
pointed out that members were not 
under obligation to obey the terms 
of the strike but expressed the be- 
lief that such a movement would 


be effective. 

A conference of representatives 
of all farmers’ organizations of the 
country was called to meet in St. 
Louis December 16 to consider the 
creation of a national farm mar- 
keting board. 

Appeal by Barrett, 

An appeal to all farmers, whether 
members of the National Farmers’ 
union or not, to uphold the policies 
adopted by the national convention 
which adjourned heer today, was is- 
sued by Charles S. Barrett, of Geor- 
gia, president of the organization. 

Farmers were asked to support 
the movement for withholding farm 
produce from the market until 

rices were again at a profit-pay- 

ng level. 

“Unless this movement is broad] 
supported,’ President Barrett maid. 
“it will have no effect. It is in the 
interest of farmers everywhere and 
should receive their active support.”

consideration injuriously affect in- 
terstate commerce.” 

Congress directed that rates be 


allowed which would yield an ag- 
gregate return of from five and one 
half to six per cent on the vaiue 
of the railway properties, the com- 
mission stated, adding: 

“There can be no doubt of tne 
power of congress to devise and 
provide for carrying into effect a 
plan for assuring the nation's in- 
terstate railroads a fair return upon 
the value of their property; and the 
full control of congress in this mat 
ter is not to be denied on the ground 
that the carriers” aggregate earn- 
ings are a co-mingling of intra- 
state revenue and interstate reve- 
nue. 


BKastman Dissents.

‘It has not happened, heretofore, 
that we have had occas‘on to make 
such an extensive exercise of our 
authority as is now contemplated, 
and we could not move to do so 
save by the most cogent reasons. 
Such reasons have been supplied by 
the situation in which the transpor- 
tation interests of the country were 
placed and the action taken by con- 
gress to relieve that situation.” 

A dissenting opin'on was handed 
down by Commissioner Eastman, 
who contended that the decision of 
the majority was beyond the lawful 
power of the commission. 

“The objection is more than tech- 
nical,” he declared, “for it concerns 
the basic relations between the 
state and the federal government, @ 
matter of great moment.”

HEALTH TALKS

BEGINNING OF ‘TUL. BERCULOSIS, 

How does tuberculosis of the 
lungs manifest itself in the incipi- 
ent stage or beginning? With pain 
in the chest, cough, fever, loss of 
weight? Not as a rule. The onset 
of this very common disease is way- 
ward in that respect. Like insanity, 
it is much more likely to develop 
in the case of an individudl wh®% 
does not fear or suspect he has it; 
or putting it in the other way, tu- 
perculosis, like insanity, rarely hap- 
pens to him who fears he is de- 
veloping it. 

There are several 
modes of onset of 
which are familiar to physicians 
with an intelligent clientele. By 
intelligent clientele I mean patients 
with sense enough to consult the 
doctor in the beginning of health 
impairment instead of waiting un- 
til they feel convinced they are 
going to be disabled or die. Fifty 
or more years ago precious few pa- 
tients had that uch intelligence; 
it was the custom to call in the 
doctor only when the illness be- 
came serious enough to frighten 
everybody—and fifty years ago 
“consumption” was properly deem- 
ed a pretty hopeless condition, To- 
day as many as 25 per cent of the 
laity have enough sense to seek 
medical counsel immedjately when 
health becomes impaired; and to- 
day tuberculosis is one of the most 
curable of all chronic diseases— 
curable by intelligent treatment and 
care, not by any specific. 

The most frequent mode of on- 
set is with bronchitis, following 
what the unenlightened call a “neg- 
lected cold.” The bronchitis does not 
get entirely well in the course of 
two or three weeks; some slight 
trouble persists, and then the care- 
ful physician—if he has the oppor- 
tunity to see the patient—discovers 
evidence of tuberculosis. He can 
discover that evidence only, by ex-

ly. But a careful physician does 


through the clothing. 


of tuberculosis is with an attack 
of what seems to be simple pleur- 
isy, usually dry pleurisy. 
the occurrence of pleurisy is always 
suggestive of beginning tubercnlo- 
sis, though rather more than half of 
all such cases prove to be of non- 
tuberculosis character. One who 
has lately had an attack of pleurisy 
should certainly have a careful chest 
examination as a matter of safety 
first. 

A third mode of onset is with 
spitting of blood or bleeding from 
the lungs. Of ecourse, there are 
numerous other causes than tuber- 
culosis for spitting up small amounts 
of blood, especially in children; but 
a sudden coughing up of blood in 
anv case warrants careful investi- 
gation of the condition of the lungs. 
‘Dyspepsia, so-called, of a per- 
sistent or obstinate type, especially 
in children or youths who are 
anemic, frail and below the average 
in growth and development, strong- 
ly suggests beginning pulmonary 
tuberculosis, even though no chest 
or lung symptoms or cough be no- 
ticed.

Among 
the operators he named the Stand- 
ard OilyCompany of New York and 
California, the Vacuum Oil compa- 
ny, Atlantic Refining company, 
American Fuel Oil Transportation 
company, Island Oil company, the 
France and Canada Steamship com- 
pany, and others, 

He added that last May this coun- 
try, as well as the entire world, 
was vitally short of tankers. On 
the open market such ships were 
being chartered at: from $15 to $22 
a deadweight ton, he said. The 
shipping board was leasing its tank- 
ers, he added, to private companies 
at from $6.15 to $6.50 a ton. 

The tankers were described as 
“the only floating property this 
gvoernment then owned on which a 
profit could have been made.” The 
witness declared no one in the en- 
tire division of operations knew 
that such a large percentage of our 
Ships were buying oil in the open 


market at advanced prices, because, 
the operating division di dnot know! 


what one of its chief departments 
was doing. 


Cost More Than Billion. 


Failure to include protective 
clauses in the forms of cost-plus 
contracts entered into by the ship-# 
ping board resulted in heavy loss 
to the government, Mr. Gillen testi- 
fied, asserting that cost of new ships 
and requisitioned ships and repairs 
under the cost-plus plan amounted 
to $1,209,000,000, ’ 

his plan included allowing con- 
tractors a profit of 5 to 10 per cent 
and in some contratts other con- 
sideration above actual costs. It 
was intended, Mr. Gillen said, that 
the “profit” should apply only on 
the original contract amount, all 
of ‘excess and unforeseen costs to 
be assumed by the shipping board, 
but “not with a profit on the ex- 
tra costs.” 

Of a total of $208,243,795 in Unit- 
cd states shipping board claims 
against the army, wunly $20,000,000 
had been collected on accounts up 
to 'ast September, Mr. J. Gillen tes- 
tified. Brigadier General Frank T. 
Hines, former director of transpor- 
tation for the army, seemed to take 
“special delight” in blocking ef- 
forts to collect shipping board 
money from the war department, 
Mr. Gillen said. 

Concluding his two-day testimony 
relating mainly to the alleged lack 
of an accounting system by the 
board prior to the advent of Judge 
Payne, Mr. Gillen outlined at the 
request of the committee what he 
termed “recommendations as to a 
constructive program.” 

He said that the board had too 
many operators of its ships, who 
created not only an unnecessary 
and overhead expenses, but caused 
losses by bidding against each oth- 
er for shipping board business. He 
said the present 176 #£=operators 
should. be cut to not. more than 
fifty. 

Big Business Men Needed. 


He asserted the new shipping 
board should be relieved of all bur- 
dens of past transactions, of the 
problem of sales; and of the liqui- 
dation of old accounts. To do this, 
he explained, congress should cre- 
ate a,small liquidating corporation, 
made up of five “big’’ business men, 
the corporation to be non-political 
in its make-up. 

The shipping board should then be 
organized so that each of its six 
members, aside from .the chairman. 
should have a definite line of. work 
for which he would be responsible, 
such as the problems of docks and 
docking, allocations, repairs and 
similar matters. The main idea in 
his suggestion, he said, was to en- 
able the board now appointed to go 
ahead and function for the future. 

The witness also declared he was 
not in favor of government opera- 
tion of ships any more than he was 
in favor of other departments of the 
government, including the war and 
navy departments, handling opera- 
tions that could be taken care of 
hy private interests. 

‘It is my hope that out of our 
troubles we will get legislation that 
will be a protection to us if ever 


/again we are called upon to go to 


war,” he_ said. The witness ex- 
pressed the opinion that “we will 
have a strong merchant marine 
when we have a shipping board 
without ships to operate, the board 
supported by legislation that will 
enable our ships to meet foreign 
competition, and which will check 
industries which are now sucking 
the life blood out of the industry.

Wins Dixie Lightweight Title 


Loses Decision 
and Local Boy

“Red” Herring browght a very 
goed right hand “out of the west” 
to be used in snatching the south- 
ern lightweight championship in his 
battle with Larry Avera last night, 
but Herring was unable to nego- 
tiate the opening he found last win- 
ter when Larry was knocked out 
the local battler piled up enough 
points to earn Referee McDonald’s 
decision. It was close, ft’s true, but 
the “judge” split a few hairs, and 
another title will be shipped to At- 

' lanta. 

“Red” showed unmistakable signs 
of possessing a punch, but Larry 
fought the most sensible bout he’ 
staged during his career, and Her- 
ring was never able to land more 
than two or three of his savage 
wallops. These came before Lar- 
ry was slowed by the pace he was 

* forced to maintain in eluding the 
slouts and eaused him little incon- 
venience. 

Larry had fought this Memphis 
slugger once before, and the mem- 
ory of that result was enough to 
make Avera a bit wary. Old Man 
Public didn’t enjoy his method, but 
that old gentleman wasn’t in Lar- 
ry’s shoes, and it was the best 
course for him to pursue. Avera 
came in just enough to stick up a 
point or two, and then departed, 
leaving Herring fanning the ozone 
with swings that would have given 
the Candler byil€ing a headache, 
had they found the mark they were 
‘ seeking. 


Lost by Misses. 


This missing tendency displayed 

by Herring must have played a 
considerable part in forming Ref- 
eree McDonald’s decision. Herring 
bobbled some beauties, and we've a 
hunch the verdict was decided 
mainly through Avera’s uncanny 
ability to take his body out of 
range at just the right moment. 
* Herring is a hitter pure and sim- 
ple, and as a matter of tact he la-'s 
tittle claim to being anything else. 
He waited for the opening that 
would have enabled him to bring 
the fight to an abrupt conclusion 
and when he failed to find it, he 
took a blind swing, and missed, for- 
tunately for Walk Miller’s little 
tiger. 

Herring’s punch made its ap- 
pearance in-the second round, and 
a deadly menace, it hung over 
_\vera for the remainder of the fray. 
Taking a chance might have meant 
destruction for the Atlantan, and it 
iS our belief that he played the 
only game he could have. The role 
Larry picked out for himself was 
a safe one, and incidentally a very 
sane one. 

Hurt Avera. 

In the rounds he found any kind 
of target for his swings, Herring 
hurt the Atlanta gladiator. Glanc- 
ing’ over the details of the affair, 
we find that Herring landed a 
eouple in the second round, and 
Larry was jarred. In the seventh, 
Herring put across some terrible 
wallops and Avera appeared to be 
in a bad way. The visiting fighter 
fuliowed with the same kind of 
artillery inthe eighth round, but 
Avera weathered the *storm and 
Shaded the-next. Larry outfought 
tlerring in the tenth round, and 
McDonald might have based his de- 
vision to a large extent on this 
frame. 

The first round was one of danc- 
ing. and the crowd thought the soft 
strains of an orchestra wotld aid 
the affair, but Herrfne came out 
of his shell in the second and open- 
ed avolley. Most of his shots skid- 
déd harmlessly through the atmos- 
phere, but a couple landed and 
Avera was very plainly in distress. 

. @ Larry Comes Back. 

Larry came back nicely in the 
third round and began to show a 
rliever bit of boxing. He was learn- 
ing rapidly how to make the Mem- 
Dhis boy miss, and in addition was 
stepping—in at intervals to put in 
a clout or two. He had not fully 
recovered from the previous round, 
but earned a split. 

Avera shaded in the next, due to

After several weeks of hard and 
Steady practice, the trackmen of 
Georgia Tech hit the trail over a 
newly-selected course for a road 
race tomorrow afternoon.

J. M. McCleskey, captain of 
the varsity track team for 1921, 
placed third over a large field of 
roadmen, winning the lone place for 
the Yellow Jackets. 

The route of the course is a new 
one and covers a total distance of 
three miles and 250 yards,.

Once in- 
side its opponent’s 20-yard line, 
Yale would stand every chance of 
putting the ball over for a touch- 
down. This is really a very valuable 
asset, providing it is coupled with 
modern. ground gaining by either 
the use of end runs or the aerial 
method. To make her attack of ben- 
efit Yale must devise some way of 
getting the ball within threatening 
distance of Harvard's goal. 

Over-confidence on the part of 
Harvard may help Yale. It may 
serve to bring the blue out of the 
depressive state of mind it found 
itself in as the Princeton game wore 
on and things grew blacker and 
blacker. Harvard, to be sure, has 
more advanced methods than Yale, 
but it seems impossible that there 
are not some plays of modern type 
in Old Eli’s repertcire that may be 
used against the Crimson. 

One thing is certain. Yale will 
not suffer as she did at Princeton 
through vast inferiority in punting, 
Harvard having no man whose abil- 
ity approaches that of Scheerer. 

Yale has an opportunity for a 
comeback. Almost every big team 
has had an upset this season and 
Harvard has not yet had her bad 
day. If Yale should abandon the 
hope of plunging, by close forma- 
tion, half the length of the field, and 


try to get the longer gains by runs 
off the ends, or by cutting in on 
the tackles, as well as mixing up 
plenty of long and short forward 
passes, Ha d might be expected 
to have her hands, full.

He gaid in part: 

“I believe the American people 
have come to realize that we must 
face momentous problems, and 
must face them with resolute cour- 
age and practical wisdom and pa- 
triotic determination. There must 
be no reason for pause nor excuse 
for despair, nor place for pessi- 
mism. f we are effective in soly- 
ing our problems at home we shall 
be the better able to help solve 
those of the world as befits our 
part in modern civilization. 

“The world has never witnessed 
such an upheaval as that which 
came with the great war. Its civ- 
ilzation was néver so sorely tried. 
Inevitably there must be _ recon- 
struction. Unavoidably there will 
be readjustment. And the old or- 
der will never return. The incal- 
culable sacrifice would be vain. 
But there must come stabiity and 
dependability. We must put aside 
the debris of war and continue to 
build on solid foundations. We 
cannot escape all the consequences 
of fevered war or the unsettled 
conditions of its aftermath. There 
are sure to be reverses. There will 
be endless discouragements, but a 
confident America will face them 
with good courage. And we will 
win. We may slow up a bit now 
and then; we may have to bend our 
backs to new burdens. Surely, 
we are going to be called upon na- 
tionally, collectively and individual- 

to renounce extravagance and 
learn the old_and the new lessons 
of thrift and of providence. It 
will add to our power and empha- 
size our stability if we become a 
simple living nation once more. Ye 
will add to the sum total of our 
happiness. 

“The big thing for all America 
to realize now and always is the 
dignity of productive labor. No 
matter how humble, the producers 
are the makers of the essentials of 
civilization and we must, each and 
all of us, accept and discharge our 
duty of producing for the world or 
of ministering to the needs of com- 
fort or progress of mankind. 


Everlasting Fundamentals. 


“There are certain fundamentals 
which . are everlasting. Neither 
our own nor the world’s salvation 
is to be worked out through any 
patent nostrum, through any mir- 
acls of statesmanship, through any 
eovernment panacea. Government 
is but the agency to administer the 
collective, organized public’ servrwe. 
Sanity, clear thinking, common 
sense, honesty, co-operation in of- 
ficial circles, in executive and leg- 
islative departments will heip 
mightily and bring us closer. ‘o- 
gether and will promote our ur er- 
standing, but government alone 


wil] not affect the whole solution. 
The greater task is that of the 


American people themselves. It is 
for them, under governmental lead- 
ership, to meet the great test.

Noted Savants-Here to Hold 


Negro Education Conference 


An important conference on ne- 
gro education, with a large number 
of prominent educators, state offi- 
cials and delegates from a num- 
ber of states in attendande, will 
open today in the senate chamber 
of the state capitol, it was an- 
nounced Thursday night by Dr. P. 
P. Claxton, commissioner of educa- 
tion of the United States, who has 
arrived to preside over all sessions 
Friday and Saturday. 

Invitations have been sent to 
governors, state stiperintendents of 
education, presidents of both white 
and of negro ‘educational institu- 
tions, influential business men and 
publicists to attend the conference, 
and a large number are expected to 
be present at the opening session. 

“The southern states,” said Dr. 
Claxton, “are spending many mil- 
lions of dollars annually to im: 
prove negro schools, and the amount 
will, no doubt, be largely increased 
in the near future. It is important 
that this money should be used to 
the best advantage. 

“There is a great need at this 
time,”” he continued, “of having all 
people understand that it is impor- 
tant for men, women and children 
to make the c6untry home the right 
kind of place in which to live, to 
master the sound principles of 
farming, and to do everything with 
more intelligent understanding.” 

Sessions during the two days’ con- 
ference will be devoted to discus- 
sion of the work, conditions and 
needs of colleges of agriculture and 
mechanic arts for the negroes of the 
south, he stated. The preparation 
of well-trained teachers for negro 
schools will also be discussed, and 
Dr. Claxton and his confereers wih 
endeavor to arrive at a summary of 
conclusions which make it possible 
a3 negro education to progress rap- 

y.

Addresses of Welcome—Hugh M. Dor- 
sey, governor of Georgia; M. L. Brittain, 
state superintendent of publie instruction 
of Georgia. 

General topic: “The Condition and Needs 
of the Colleges of Agriculture and the Me- 
chanic Arts for “Negroes.’’
